But the Soviet military tactic 
is not the tactic of the Nazis. The 
Soviet intention is to incite uni- 
versal civil war through partisan 
groups, armed and supported to 
victory by Soviet arms via “sov- 
ereign” satellites. It is not Rus- 
sian blood which to flow for the 
sake of Kremlin domination, but 
Italian, French, and eventually 
British and American blood. It 
is one of the most infamous con- 
spiracies in history, more infam- 
ous than the Nazi.
